Busy Beavers 

Arthur Denton, Chairman of the Trails Committee, 
reports that some new trails, as well as improvements cn 
present ones, are being planned for 1946. Two meetings 
have been held thus far, and both were very well attended. 
In addition to the committee members, those present 
included Jack Tann, Wes Adams, and John Flood, our 
park and city employees. 

Most of the new trail plans for the year centered around 
proposals to relieve the congestion on the shoulder road 
trail leading down into Redwood Canyon. The committee 
(Arthur Denton in particular) with the help of President 
Frank Colbourn, Jr., and Past-President Fred Anderson, 
have been working on three propositions to relieve this 
condition, but so far have met with very little success. 
The water company and property owners have been con- 
tacted, but, to date, nothing concrete has been worked out. 

Several new gates are being considered, new signs have 
been ordered, and all tracts will be marked. A new map 
of our entire riding area is being contemplated; however, 
this map will not be available until later in the year when 
pending plans for new trails will be acted upon. 

A bridge will be built in Windy Gulch at once to take 
care of the washout there. The Bridge View Trail, leading 
to the north, then west from the Sunset Trail (near Sky- 
line Boulevard) will be completed. All trails will have 
some “face lifting” work done as soon as the weather per- 
mits. From all indications, this work may develop into 
our major trail activity for the year, due mainly to the 
inadvisability of branching out too strongly into the con- 
struction of new trails that might be adversely affected 
by conditions beyond our control. Building projects in 
connection with the city’s new highways, will affect many 
of our barns and private stables. Your committee is 
actively cooperating in these plans, although they may not 
develop into real trail activities for the M-H.A. until later 
in the year. 

In the meantime, Arthur Denton invites and will appre- 
ciate any suggestions that any of our members may care 
to make in connection with the trails activities. Write or
